Remarks 

1. In the previous Office Action mailed on April 09, 2008, claims 1-9 were allowed and 
claims 10-13 and 15 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

In response to the previous Office Action, the Applicant has canceled claims 10-13 and 

15. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-9 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
None of the prior art teaches a driving method for displaying a normal mode signal 
having a horizontal back porch in a wide mode liquid crystal display device, wherein the driving 
method comprises first skipping latch of pixel data for black display during a first transition 
period of a video signal by using a clock enable signal disabled at the first transition period of the 
video signal, latching pixel data corresponding to a normal mode using a modulated clock signal 
having a second period longer than the first period, and second skipping latch of the pixel data 
corresponding to a normal mode during a second transition period of the video signal by using 
the clock enable signal disabled at the second transition period of the video signal.
